Be itenacted by the Legislatureof the State of Minnesola :

Section 1. That the St. Croix Boom Corporation
organized under and.pursuant to chapter forty-one of
the session laws of eighteen hundred and fifty-six, en-
titled “‘an act to organize the St. Croix Boom Corpo-
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ration,” approved February twenty-seventh, eighteen
hundred and fifty-six, be and the same is hereby au-
thorized and empowered to demand and collect for the
two years from the passage of thisact, the sum of one
dollar per thousand feet for every thousand feet of logs
or other timber sorted out, ratted and made ready for
delivery in accordance with the provisions of said act
of incorporation, anything in said act to the contrary
notwithstanding ; Provided, That if a majority of er-
sons interested in logs or timber to be rafted at said
booms, shall at any time prior to January first, eighteen
hundred and sixty-six, organize an assuciation for the
purpose of conducting the business of said boom, and
shall notify said corporaticn of said organization, then
the said corporation, through its proper officers, shall
make and execute a lease of said honm and all appur-
tenances, rights and property pertaining thereto for the
term of five years, from said first day of January,
eighteen hundred and sixty-six.
